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A Palace of Salt 


——— 


Walls of the Mines of Wieliczka Glit- 
ter Like Diamonds 


In Galicia seven miles from the an- 
cient city of Cracow around which the 
warring Prussians and Russians are 
fighting for supremacy, is located the 
famous galt mine of Wieliezka, 

The mine has been activély worked 
ever since its discovery, almost seven 
hundred years ago. At the present 
time the excavations reach a depth of 
more than a thousand feet. 


The descent into the mine is made” 


by shafts and staircases. The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
each step as though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the pottom of this great cavern it is 
necessary to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wieliczka is divided into three dis- 
tinct compartments called flelds; each 
field consists of seven stories and each 
story is made up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun- 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and cighty feet wide. They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when 
any addition is required it is built 
with salt and water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another and water 
is thrown over them dissolving a por- 
tion of the salt, which. fills up the ere- 
vices. When the water evaporates it 
leaves a solid mass. Colwmns of salt 
are left to supporr the roof. 

As there are no springs at-so great 
depth, the air is very dry, and every- 
thing is kept in the most perfect state 
of preservation.

Out Each Week on Swiss Border 


The Berlin papers publish stories of 
the Zeppelin development from a 
Swiss source, according to which thou- 
;Sands of expert mechanics employed 
at the Friederichshafen works turn 
out one or two airships every weck. 
The trial flights over Lake Constance 
neighborhood never cease and the 
noise of the motors which afe tested 
daily and nightly at the great 
Mashach Mctor Works may be 
Plainly heard far into Switzerland. 
The Zeppelir trial flights are now 
\like military manoeuvres. The shape 
‘of the airship has undergone a great 
change since the first types appear-

British Government Cannot Agree That Belgian Industries Can 
Be Maintained, While Germany Continue to Drain 
The Country of Its Resources 


The plan of aiding Belgium to feed | 
herself by rehabilitating the indus 
tries of the country under control of

Belgium, has failed, according to a 
letter written by Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, to M. Ily- 
mans, the Belgian minister at London, |

Recent Flocds 
in Ho}land 


The Awful Tragedy of Inundation 
Caused by Bursting of the Dykes 


The towns and yillages of North 
Holland sheltering just within the 
great dykes that keep the Zuyder Zee 
at bay listen always to the storm with 
the thought that such an event as 
that which has recently happened 
may befall. 

Fashioned of earih and sand and 
mud consolidated, and thus impervi- 
ous to water's percolation, the dykes 
are reared upon a_ fouridation of 
ground that has first been stamped 
to give it solidity, This surface is 
then covered with elaborate care, and, 
the interstices being filled with clay, 
the whole is bound in one solid mass. 

Many dykes are planted with trees, 
the roots of which contribute to the 
solidity of the structure—willows are 
erown especially for this purpose, In 
other cases a bulwark of masonry or 
stakes protects the dyke against the 
onrush of the waves, and the surface 
is covered with turf 

It costs Holland 14 million florins 
(a florin is worth 40 cents) a year to 
maintain the Dutch dykes, the largest 
of which are those at the Helder and 
Westcapelle. 

Both in Holland and in 
much land has thus been won back 
for civilization. The marsh to be 
drained is first enclosed with a dyke 
to prevent further water coming in. 
Then the water actually in the marsh 
is removed by water wheels of a cur- 
ious and ingenious character, At one 
time these wheels were driven by 
windmills, but in this age the pro- 
pelling power is steam. 

As any superfluous water can be 
removed by the water wheels on the 
shortest notice, and is, in dry weath 
er, thorough irrigation is possible, 
the land thus reclaimed attains a fer- 
tility which is quite remarkable 

Vast tracts of some of the richest 
agricultura] districts in the Nether- 
lands are under water through the 
bursting of the Zuyder Zee dykes, and, 
owing to the deleterious action of the 
salt water on the soil, farmers in hun-

ous losses, 
The greatest disaster came to 


Marken, best known to tourists of all 
Netherlands territory by reason of its 
picturesque houses and even mor: 
picturesque folk. At an early stage 
of the floods someone telephoned to 
the island, which was then beyond 
reach owing to the fearful character 
of the storm. Over the wire came the 
reply, “I am standing up to my waist 
in water.” The island has for the 
ereater part gone. 

The dykes are dry again, but for 
the rest Marken has disappeared un- 
der the water, and the island has split 
into two parts. Many people have 
disappeared in the waves, among 
them seven children. 

The fishing fleet is destroyed. ‘Two 
small vessels were thrown on top of 
a group of houses. The house3 were 
crushed in, and 16 people were 
drowned. In one house eight people 
hung for a long ume on to a beam 
whilst the waters rose towards them. 
But no help could possibly reach 
them, and at last they had to drop off 
and were drowned. In another house 
three girls were caught in bed by the 
flood. They were found afterwards 
lying dead hand in hand. 

One house was carried away from 
its foundations, and a man, his wife, 
and two small children were drown- 
ed. When the house was last seen 
the mother was screaming out of a 


window. Then the house and the 
family disappeared beneath the 
water. 


Tragic is the scene over the sub- 
merged district north of Amsterdam. 
No fewer than seven “polders,” as the 
reclaimed areas are called, are under 
water. They form a great inland 
sea, with only the tops of the church 
towers above the dreary waste of 
waters, and away on the horizon is a 
white streak where the waves still 
pour over the dykes. 

No estimate of the total loss in pro- 
perty and live stock can yet be forin- 
ed he immediate loss to the farm- 
ers is not even the worst feature. The 
most serious tact to remember is that 
it is the salt waters of the sea that 
now covers the Waterland, which is 
simply one vast agricultural estate. 

One authority declares that it will 
be ten years before the country thus 
submerged by what is called in Hol- 
land the bitter water can be restored 
to its proper productive quality. 
Year's Result of Von Tirpitz Campaign

A House Construction Feat 


England Builds a Model Village For 
Munition Workers 


Within a short tram ride of the 
Woolwich Arsenal and among the roll- 
ing country that confronts so grac- 
jously eyes accustomed to the wilder- 
ness of drab wal’s and chimneys in 
Woolwich, the office of works has just 
achieved the greatest feat of house 
construction on record in any part of 
the world. 

Not quite a year ago the government 
faced with the grave problem of pro- 
viding suitable housing accommoda- 
tion for the scores of thousands of 
munition workers thronging to the ar- 
senal, determined on the unique step 
of building a garden city to meet their 
needs, 

The decision was hardly taken be- 
fore operationg commenced, The Well 
Hall estate—a series of market gar- 
dens more than 160 acres in extent— 
was chosen as a site; the plans of the 
buildings were immediately prepared 
by the architects of the office works; 
the first sod was cut in the middle of 
February last, and an arsenal worker 
and his family were able to enter the 
first completed house on the following 
May 22. 

The fact that out of a total of 1,300 
oo fewer than one thousand houses 
were ready for occupation in seven 
months is stated to be a feat without 
a parallel even in America—a notor- 
ious place of mushroom cities. Great- 
er achievement still, however, in the 
opinion of competent authorities, is 
the commendable fact that neither 
in appearance nor convenience has the 
Well Hall estate been sacrificed to 
speed and efficiency. 


The village has just arrived at com- | 


pletion, and its close on thirteen hun- 
dred homes hold a population of more 
than six thousand—the families of 
workers all engaged in the arsenal, 
and recommended as desirable ten- 
ants by the arsefial authorities. 

It may be said frankly—and in say- 
ing 80 one is only echoing the admis- 
sion of Sir William Lever and Mr 
Cadbury, each of whom inspected the 
the Well Hall estate with interest and 
admiration—that in beauty and utility 
of design it transcends anything yet 
seen in this country in modern cottago 
architecture or town planning. 

When the sun and wind and rain 
frave had their will and its fresh tints 
and its newness have had time to mel- 
low, Well Hall will look like nothing 
in the world so much as an old, char 
acteristic village of the English coun- 
tryside—as full of lines and curves as 
a jane or a hedge, as full of color as 
a beanfield. 

Though it has four miles of road, 
not one of them is straight, and hard- 
ly half a dozen houses are in a line| 
together.

The Many Uses 
of Army Forms 


A Big Task to Keep an Army Supplied 
With Stationery 


You have probably never reflectea 
on the essential importance of the 
stationery service to the army in the 
field. A shrewd observer once re- 
marked that an army marches not 
on its stomach, but rather on its 
jarmy forms. For at every step the 
army has .eea of the stationer. He 
must supply it with its hundred and 
one varieties of army forms for 
writing orders, despatches, requisi- 
itions, with labels of all descriptions, 
from the labels for the trucks con- 
signed to the different formation in 
the field to the labels attached to the 
wounded, indicating the nature of 
their wounds and those attached to 
the kit of men killed in action. An 
individual can generally beg or bor- 
row pen and ink or indelible pencil. 

In all its forms and posters and 
labels and publications you keep 
coming across the romantic, the ex- 
citing side of war the posters 
in French and Flemish offering a 
reward of 2,000 francs for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction 
of a spy, the secret documents, of 
which perhaps only a_ score uare 
printed for the use of the highest 
commands, the short service for the 
burial of the dead slain in action, 
the field postcards printed in the 
world-old languages of the east. 

The army stationer’s organization 
comprises a _ score of officers and 
some 260 men, dealing daily with a

Making Ice in Pans 

While the temperature is below the

Navy Men Make Munitions 


Giving Their Leisure Time Aboard 
Ship Without Remuneration 


The fact that the men of the Briuish 
warships are turning out a large 
amount of war munitions in their 
spare time aboard ship is revealed in 
a letter from the munitions minister, 
David Lloyd George, to Vice-Admiral 
Sir David Beatty, made public re- 
cently. 

“I have becn greatly interested in 
the details of the splendid work done 
by the officers and men of the battle 
cruiser fleet in making munitions,” 
the minister writes. “The output, 
which has already been reported, is 
very striking, but more important 
than the material results is the mag- 
nificent spirit which prompted the 
men to devote their leisure to giving 
the men in the trenches such loyal and 
efficient support. 

“The fact also that the work is be- 
ing carried out by the men’s wishes, 
without remuneration, greatly en- 
hances its value.” 


To Aid Spring Plowing 

I have found an aid to spring plow- 
ing in the Northern States, where the 
ground freezes deep in winter. In late 
March, when the ground thaws to a 
depth of two inches, I get out the 
disc harrow, The soft, moist turf is 
easily cut up, while the hard, icy 
ground beneath prevents the soil from 
being packed down, and the harrow 
slides along on it easily. If manure 
has been spread during the winter, so 
much the better. 

When plowing time comes the work 
is reduced to a minimum, as every 
farmer knows that the upper two 
inches of turf, filled with heavy roots, 
are the most difficult to plow. The 
furrows, being less ridged, will lie 
flatter; the bottoms of the furrows 
wil be harrowed as well as the tops;

The Lost Zeppelin 


Germans Boast of Murders, but Whine 
When Their Own Lives are at 
Stake 


Schopenhaure once said In a mo- 
ment of exasperation that the prevatl- 
ing habit of mind among his country- 
men was obtuseness and want of 
thinking. One is inclined at times to 
believe that this observation was not 
wholly unjust, for when the German 
comes to meditate upon his own woes 
in the war his imagination ceases to 
work, he apparently loses all power 
of reasoning and is prodigiously 
shocked to find that his evil ways oc- 
casionally bring suffering to himself 
as well as others. 

The Baralong case was one in 
stance; another is the case of the air- 
ship L19. Some Zeppelins have been 
flying amuck over England, creating 
panic and destruction without meas- 
ure or discrimaition, More than two 
hundred incendiary bombs were 
thrown in the last raki and fifty-four 
persons, mostly non-combatants, were 
butchered. While returning from this 
glorious expedition or preparing for 
another, one airship chanced to be 
wrecked in the North Sea. A trawler 
approached and was eagerly hailed by 
the unfortunate Germans, who, with 
all their hate shaken out of them. im- 
plored the English skipper to save 
their lives, promising to do him no 
harm if only he would carry them to 
a place of safety. The skipper, seeing 
that the men were armed and easily 
outnumbered his own crew, declined 
to take the risk, and left them to their 
fate. 

The “Vossische Zeitung speaks of 
this incident as “a stain on the shield 
of Britannia” and the “Lokal Anzeig- 
er” gays it “discloses the brutality of 
the British character.” Such censure 
might be justified if Germany had 
earned any title to chivalrous treat- 
ment, but one can readily imagine the 
feelings of any- North Sea skipper to- 
ward warriors who have not scrupled 
to murder British fishermen when 
there was any possibility of doing so 
without risk. How many unarmed 
trawlers have been sunk by German 
submarines, and in how many cases 
has the least attempt been made to 
rescue the unfortunate crews. In 
the first nine months of the war 
British warships rescued 1,282 German 
sailors from drowning. In the same 
period several British ships of war 
were sunk by the Germans, but not in 
one single instance was any attempt 
made to save a life. On the other 
hand, more than 2.000 lives have been 
lost as a consequence of Germany's 
submarine blockade, so-called. And 
the Germans boast of these murders, 
even while they snivel at what they 
call the callousness of their victims. 

The German airships have been en- 
gaged repeatedly in cowardly and 
purely murderous expeditions, and! 
when one vessel meets with disaster 
every German whines and complains 
pitifully of a want of chivalry in the 
enemy, complains because one of a 
class of seatarers who have been 
treated with singular savagery and 
cowardly brutality by the Germans 
refused to take the word of a German |

U.S. Making Monster Shipments 

American made war munitions are 
now pouring into Europe at the rate 
of nearly $2,000,000 worth daily, with 
the figure swelling rapidly as produc- 
tion increases. For a long time after 
war began shipments were negligible, 
and not until the middle of 1915 did 
the millions of war materials contract- 
ed for begin to move in considerable 
quantities. Estimates of the U.S. de- 
partment of commerce put the total 
of shipments since Europe began to 
purchase for the present war close to 
a quarter of a billion dollars. At the 
rate shipments are going on, the next 
four monthg would see this total 
doubled even if production remained 
at a standstill, but production is de- 
clared to be growing faster now than 
at any time since American manufac- 
turers began conversion of their 
plants into munitions factories,

Canon 
Gould, who for thirteen years was 
a resident of Syria, Arabia and 
Palestine, had abundant opportunity 
to study the natives of those 
countries and was consequently able 
to speak with authority on the part. 

“The Arab is the most innocent, 
most convincing, most persistent, 
plausible, and incurable Mar on the 
face of the globe,” said the Canon, 
“but once he puts his foot on the 
smalest rock of truth he says. ‘By 
the British word. what I say 18 


“By the 
what I say is 


true!’ It is one of the most magni- 
ficent tributes to British rule that 
have ever peen uttered. The story 


of Britain’s entry into the war in 
defence of her given word has been 
told in very Arab’s tent from Mor 
occo to Bagdad itself.” 

Canon Gould declared that what 
ever might happen on the frontiers 
of Egypt, the frontiers of India were 
safe for the preseut. He said that 
the railroad that had been built 
ostensibly to carry pilgrims to the 
Mohammedan cites of Mecca and 
Medina was undoubtedly buflt for 
strategic purposes under the author 
ity of the minister of marine at 
Constantinople. The road was con- 
structed by a German engineer. 
Dealing with Hilaire Belloc’s recent 
statement that a double tracked rail- 
way had been completed as far as 
Besseheba, Rev. Canon Gould stated 
that he doubted this very much. At 
the commencement of the war there 
was not a single mile of double 
track railroad in Turkey in Asia, 
and difficulties in the way of con- 
struction and transportation of mat- 
epial, would make it almost im- 
possible to build the line as far as 
Beloc says it has been built, 

Referring to the same writer's 
statement that a serious effort could 
not be made there without a third 
of a million men, Canon Gould said 
that for this year at least, no matter 
how much the Turks were aided by 
the German, they could not hope to 
employ more than 60,000 men there, 
He pointed out that at the close of 
April, the whole country became a 
barren and sunbaked wilderness. 

He declared that it was vital that 
Britain should maintain her status 
in Arabia and Mesopotamia. The 
Arabs were influenced by military 
demonstrations more than anything 
else. Nothing could be more suicidal 
or insane than to send a small force 
that would be in danger of being 
surrounded or cut up. 

“I have read every proclamation 
issued by the Kaiser,” continued 
Canon Gould. “Every one of them 
can be translated into the Arabic 
language and pose as the utterances 
of an orthodox Mohammedan leader.” 

He pointed ou: that the Sultan 
posed as the protector of the sacred 
cities of the Mohammedans, and if 
the Turks ever lost that hold on the 
Mohammedans, the German effort 
in the Near East would fail. 

Rev. Canon Gould declared that if 
the truth were known, Constantin- 
ople is nearer starvation than any 
other large city affected by the con- 
flict. This was largely due to their 
extermination of the Armenians, who 
were the main producers. In this 
way the murders were reacting on 
the murderers. The entry of Britain 
in the war had upset all Germany’s 
plans to drill and munition the armies 
of Turkey, to complete the railroads 
from Constantinople to the Persian 
and Egyptian borders, and to trans- 
form the area from Berlin to Bagdad 
from a potential into an actual econo- 
mic unit.—Toronto Star.

HAT is it that makes the suits for this 
V y spring different from last year’s, or 
even from the fall and winter suits?
